By a nearly unanimous vote the Legisla- 
ture of Colorado yesterday adopted a pre- 
amble and resolutions protesting against the 
action of the Democratic majority of the 
National House of Representatives in re- 
fusing to recognize the rights of that State 
through its chosen representative in Con- 
gress. Fair-minded people of all parties 
will join in Colorado's indignation at this 
most unjustifiable and high-handed partisan 

The President yesterday transmitted to 


Democracy of the House, with an utter dis- 
regard of the courtesy due to the President 
of the United States, attempted to prevent 
the proper reception and consideration of 
the message, but were finally forced to sub- 
mit to the placing of the document on the 
records of the House. The report is an ex- 
haustive review of the situation in Louisi- 
ana, and sustains the action of the Retarn- 
ing Board in exclading the returns from the 
bulldozed parish 

The movement among the grain-dealers of 
Chicago to secure the abolition of the pres- 
ent ¢ystem of inspection under State control 
has assumed a shape that promises well for 
success. At a meeting yesterday of leading 
members of the Board of Trade a report was 
received from the Committee appointed to 
consider the subject of grain-inspection, set- 
ting forth the disadvantages attending the 
objectionable systein, and the importance of 
the grain-producing regions tributary to this 
market and to the future prosperity of the 
grain trade of Chicago that the State of Illi- 
nois should relegate the business of inspec- 
tion to the peeple immediately interested in 
it. The report urges the co-operation of 
grain-receivers and grain-shippers in the 
effort to bring the subject before the Legis- 
lature and secure a repeal of that portion of 
the law which operates so injuriously to the 
commercial interests of 

The President sent a special message to the 
House yester.ay containing the report made 
to him of the Committee of eminent citizens 
sent to New Orleans to examine matters in 
connection with the bulldozing of the blacks 
and the canvassing of the votes. The Com- 
mittee have accompanied their report with a 
barrel full of affidavits of intimidated blacks, 
numbering more than 4,000 sworn state- 
ments, setting forth the reign of terror that 
existed in several parishes. One who bas 
looked over this huge pile of evidence says: 

The testimony is so complete, comprehensive, 


and conclasive that murder and violence and in- 


timidation were employed to carry the election in 
the bulldozed parishes, that the country will sus- 
tain the Board in their action. 


Mr. Evazwe Hatz, who was ore of the 
Committee, said to Democrats yesterday who 
talked with him that he was glad they were 
going to send an Investigating Committee to 
Louisiana; that the Republicans had a per- 
fect case ; and that the Democrats would be 
giad to drop it before getting at the bottom 
of the course pursued by their party in that 
State.

The report of Lieut.-Gen. Sunnmax to the 
Adjutant-General of the Army deals largely 
with the subject of the past year’s opera- 
tions against the hostile Indians, and, among 
other matters of interest, the fate of the 
gallant Cusrre and his is men- 
tioned in a manner to the head 
and heart of Gen. mn. His theory of 
that melancholy affair is that Cusrze was 
deceived as to the number of warriors he 
attacked, and that, in so disposing his own 
and Rewo’s commands as to prevent the es- 
cape of what was supposed to be a small 
band of hostiles, Cusrrz and his men dis- 
covered too late that the odds were over 
whelmingly against them, and perished with- 
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THE ELECTION. 

In considering the Louisiana election, there 
are certain points which are clearly estab- 
lished, and which we may state as follows : 

1. Of the votes that found their way into 
the ‘ ballot-box in the recent election the 
majority were unquestionably given to the 
Tn and Henperces Electors, the average 


being about 83,000 for the Democratic and 


76,000 for the Republican Electors. This 
was the condition of the vote when the 
papers were opened and before they were 
purged by the Returning Board; and this 
first point is not denied by any one. 

2. Before the vote was canvassed allega- 
tions were made, setting forth that numerous 
frauds of a very serious kind had been per- 
petrated in violation of the election laws of 
the State, and that these outrages included 
murder, attempted murder, whippings, 
threats, and intimidations of every imagin- 
able form. There is no question of this, and 
the denials by the ex-Confederates that such 
outrages were perpetrated only weakens their 
own position. It would be better for them, 
even asa matter of policy, to admit them, 
and then show, if they can, that they were 
not sufficient to vitiate their polled majority. 
To deny these outrages throws discredit 
upon all their statements, since the proofs 
are overwhelming. Thousands of wit- 
nesses have testified to them. Thousands 
of affidavits have been sworn to setting 
forth the details. Army officers, local and 
State officers, and the victims themselves, 
some of them bearing the scars, and some of 
them still suffering from their horrible 
wounds, have appeared and told their terri- 
ble narratives, 

3. The law of the State confers upon the 
Returning Board all the powers of à court to 
canvass the votes, go behind the returns, and 
inquire as to frands practiced in any pre- 
cinct of the State. This law is still in force, 
notwithstanding that the Democratic Legis- 
lature might at any time have repealed it, 
and Mr. Lamar recently declared on the ro- 
tunda of the St. Charles Hotel in New Or- 
leans that the Confederates were fools not to 
have repealed it long ago. The law has been 
recognized by all the Democratic lawyers, 
and by such prominent Democrats as Patm- 
EA, Trompuin, Jaan and others, who 
have recently visited New Orleans in the in- 
terest of, Democratic *‘ Reform and spoils. 
It is, therefore, unquestionable that the Re- 
turning Board is a lawful body, clothed with 
judicial powers; that no local Court can re- 
view or set aside its findings, or dictate what 
its decisions shall be; and that the laws of 
the State make its decisions final and bind- 
ing, 80 far as the elections of the State are 
concerned. 

4. This brings us to the fourth point, name- 
ly, whether, in view of the law and the facts, 
which are unquestionable, the Board has 
fairly and honestly exercised its functions; 
whether it bas or has not thrown out votes 
for mere partisan reasons, which it ought 
not to have done. Upon this question we 
make no direct assumption, but state our po- 
sition hypothetically. If it is not shown 
that the Board has been dishonest in its 
revision and canvass,—and no one has the 
right to assume it in the case of sworn of- 
ficers of the law,—and if the footings, when 
purged, where they should be purged under 
the provisions of the law, upon incontestible 
proofs of fraud, show that Haves and 
Wu have received a majority of the 


lawful votes, then they are entitled to the 


Electors, and, in case the result depends 
upon the vote of Louisiana, the Democrats 
have no grounds for contesting the Presi- 
dency, and no other right to say that Mr. 
Hares shall not occupy the Presidential of- 
fice than that which is always made the 
basis of revolution and sedition, as in the 
Mexican and South American States. If, on 
the other hand, the Board had found that the 
majority of the lawful votes were given

in the Lousiana ballot-boxes prior to revision 
was a fraud of itself.

proved to have been a horrible calamity, in 
which probably not fewer than 175 lives 
were lost. The details of the disaster are 
not essentially different from those of simi- 
lar fires and panics in public halls, except 
that they are more appalling than usual, 
Th klyn Theatre was about two-thirds 
2 only a few minutes before the 
close of the performance one of the drops 
which shut off a view of the top of the stage- 
part of the theatre caught fire from the 
usual line of gas-lights which illuminate the 
stage at the top. The origin of the fire being 
instantly revealed to the audience, and back 
of them as they turned to go out, the theatre 
might have been emptied without the loss of 
a single life if it had been protected by an 
adequate number of exits, As it was, the 
fire originating on the stage, there was but 
the single exit where the box-office was lo- 
cated, and the result was a human holo- 
caust. 

It is not likely that any Chicage people will 
be more intimately afflicted by this disaster 
than common humanity and sympathy en- 
tail, but all persons have a direct interest in 
the very general insecurity of our theatres 
and public halls. There have lately been 
many ghastly and horrible warnings of the 
constant danger incurred by visiting places 
of amusement which are not provided with 
proper facilities for exist. A little more 
than a month ago,a panic in the Chinese 
Theatre in San Francisco, occasioned by an 
alarm of fire which was speedily extin- 


opera-house in Sacramento gave way, the au- 
dience were precipitated into the space be- 
low, seven persons were killed, and 100 in- 
jured. Now we have a fire ina Brooklyn 
theatre, which took its start directly in the 
face of the audience, and gave timely warn- 
ing, and yet probably one-fifth of all the 
people present were either killed or badly 
hurt. 

The rapid succession of this class of dis- 
asters should be taken as a warning by every 
large community. There is but one of all 
the theatres and public halls in Chicago 
(Mevicker's Theatre) which conforms at all 
to the rigid requirements that should be ex- 
acted as to exits and stairways, while there 
are several which, in a fire, panic, or alarm, 
| would become a funeral pile for all the peo- 
ple present. The stairways are the 
most dangerous impediments to rapid 
egress in a panic. The fall of a single per- 
son generally results in the blocking of the 
entire stairway, as was the.case in the Brook- 
lyn Theatre.

The Constitution was 
framed in 1787, and was put in operation by 
the organization of the Government in April, 
1789. Wasmtneton was elected twice and 
Jom Apams once under the plan of election 
orginally provided, but at the fourth election 
there occurred an unforeseen contingency 
which for a time threatened the peace of the 
nation. After an escape from civil war grow- 
ng out of a defective method of electing 

ident, Congress proposed, and the Legis- 
latures of the several States promptly rati- 
fied, a constitutional change. The plan which 
first went into force in 1805 has been in opera- 
tion ever since, and though its weakness has 
been notorious, and the possibility of ulti- 
mate difficulty been frequently predicted, no 
occasion has arisen until now to illus. 
trate how dangerous that plan has been. 
The présent constitutional mode of appoint- 
ing Electors is deficient. It was never 
adapted to popular elections. If Presi- 
dential Electors were appointed by members 
of the State Legislatures, as was originally 
the case in many States, the possibility of a 
contest would be more remote. It is true 
that even in that case there might be charges 
of fraud, corruption, and other dishonesty 
in the election or organization of the Legis- 
lature,—such as is the case now in South 
Carolina. The Constitution is defective in 
the particular that, while it provides for an 
official canvass of the returns of the Elect- 
oral votes by the President of the Senate 
(who, ordinarily, is the Vice-President of the 
United States), in the presence of the two 
Houses, and the declaration of the result by 
him, it provides no means by which, in case 


ol duplicate returns or contesting protests, 


any dispute or controversy as to the validity 
of the certificates, or of the election of , the 
Electors whose votes are certified, may be 
determined. Until 1865 the rule had been 
uniform that the President of the Senate 
should open the certificates, count the vote, 
and declare the result, Though there had 
been repeated occasions where the validity 
of the returns was questioned, no action 
was ever taken, because the questioned re- 
turn would in no wise affect the result. 
The defect in the Constitution was 
notorious, and it has been pointed 
out quadrennially, but no step was 
ever taken to supply the omission. The 
practice that the President of the Senate, in 
counting the returns and declaring the result 
in the presence of the two Houses, acted 
finally and conclusively in the whole busi- 
ness, and that the two Houses of Congress 
were only present as witnesses, would, in the 
absence of any law or constitutional regula- 
tion, be accepted as the only rule on the 
subject, had not @ongress, in 1865, by a 
joint rule having the force of law, provided 
that on the objection of either House the 
vote of any State should be rejected. Under 
this rule, objections were made and votes of 
States excluded in 1869 and 1878. That rule, 
however, has not been in force since March, 
1875, and the whole question is now where 
it stood before such rule was adopted. 
The validity or constitutionality of such rule 
has always been questioned and disputed, 
and it would perhaps have never been 
adopted at all were it not for the peculiar 
circumstances of the Southern States with 
their quasi-Governments, and in the State 
Governments whose legality was in doubt. 
Now, what is wanted is a provision in the 
Constitution creating a tribunal with recog- 
nized authority to canvass the popular vote 
for President in each State, and to declare 
the same; and that the authority of this tri- 
bunal shall be final and absolute in the mat- 
ter; or, that there shall be some further au- 
thority before whom the State canvass can 
be contested, and by which a final decision 
shall be made. The necessity for such a 
tribunal is now confessed. If the final 
power of determining the vote of a State for 
President be taken from the State authori- 
ties, where shall it be lodged? Shall it be 
given to Congress, or shall it be given to the 
two Houses acting separately? If the latter, 
what shall be done when the two Houses fail

The struggle for the control of the State 
Government of South Carolina is fierce and 
desperate. Yesterday the Democrats bribed 
or bamboozled another of the colored Re- 
publican members of the House, making 
five in all, one of them white. This secures 
them sixty-three members, which is claimed 
to be the constitutional majority,—the House 
consisting of 124 when all the seats are 
filled. The Republicans are now reduced to 
fifty-four members who hold certificates 
from the Returning Board. They have 
voted in several contestants from counties 
which elected Democrats, and contend that 
they thereby legally keep up a quorum as 
fast as deserters leave them for the other 
camp. The Republicans of each House met 
in joint session and proclaimed Cunz 
Lam elected Governor. A majority of the 
Senators were present, but not of the House 
holding certificates of election. After this 
was done, and Caampzrtam declared Gov- 
ernor, Wapz Hampton made a fiery and bel- 
ligerent speech, in which he said: 

I am supported by the property-owners of the 
State, and by good men of all classes. Two months 
ago I said I would submit my claims before the 
people of South Carolina, and if elected Governor 
that, by the eternal God, I would have my place. 
Since when, in spite of fraud and falsehoods, all 
the powers of the State Government, and the 
bayonets of President Grant, I have been, by 
75,000 white men and 17,000 colored men, chosen 
to be Governor of the State of South Carolina, and 
Governor J willbe. The ballot-box has announted 
the verdict of the people, and I will be their Gov- 
ernor, or they shall have a military Government. 

If this is not bluff and bluster, it means 
mischief. It is said that 10,000 mem- 
bers of the rifle-clabs are now in Columbia, 
with their blankets and haversacks, and 
armed to the teeth Mon, Ions 
right-hand man, is there directing matters in 
belialf of his chief.

J. W. Thorpe testified: I was on the stage, and 
first saw the fire in the lower part of the drop on 
the scene that hangs from the rigging-loft near the 
centre of the stage. It was then a mere handful 
of fire, and had just caught. There must have been 


three or four men in the flies at the time. Mr. 


Weaver, master carpenter, and one of his assist- 
ants, went up to put the fre out. I saw the as- 
sistant climb on the groove and try to reach the 
drop, which was on fire, but before he could do so 
the fire was communicatea to the other scenes and 
drops, and in less than a minute the whole was a 
mass of fame. The fire must have caught from 
a border-light which was placed between the 


borders. The theatre took fire just after the cur- 


tain had gone up for the last act, about 17 or 20 


minutes past 11 o'clock. I appealed to the audi- 
ence to keep quiet and go out quietly. I said:

MISS MAUD HARRISON

ef the green room, and went up to 


the stage, and I went toward the stage in another 
direction.

Mrs. Farren said the theatre 
was gone, and we had better escapr through the 
front way. I saw only a few sparks at this time, 


and made my way out through the private passage 


with Mrs. Farren and Mise Claxton. I went out 
through the orchestra and the lobby, I saw no 


confusion in the audience. They were playing the 
first part of the last act when the fire occurred. 
The lower portion of the house was fairly filled, 


and the upper part well flied last night. I know 


that Mr. Thorpe, the stage manager, was very 
careful about fire. 


THE MEMBERS OF THE SOLOMON FAMILY, 


who lived at 103 Boerum street, are all missing, 


and their friends can learn nothing about them, 


although they have pursued their inquiries for 
them in every direction. The family was com- 


posed of Morris Solomon, age 47; his son Phillip, 
age 24; Phillip’s wife, Lena, age 22, and his sisters, 
Mary and Deborah, respectively 22 and 20 years of 
age. It was hoped, at first, that all persons in the 
Solomon family would be found to be safe, as they 
had orchestra seats, and as it was supposed that 
all who had seats down-stairs were saved; but they 
are certainly not staying with any of their friends, 
and it is feared that they also are among the lost, 
and that not a single one is left to return to the de- 
serted house. 
THE SCENE AT THE MORGUE 
at Willoughly and Canton streets, yesterday, was 
awful—almost beyond description. The dead- 
wagons kept driving up and depositing their loads 
until over seventy-five charred bodies had been re- 
ceived, and it was announced that the place was 
full and could contain no more. Then the waiting 
crowd that had swelled until] the entire street was 
blocked up was allowed to pass through the rooms 
and view the corpses stretched upon the floar for 
the purpose of identification. All through the day 
the crowd would throng the buildingin an endless 
stream. Nevertheless, ample time was given to 
enable friends to make a thorough examination of 
clothing and ornaments fonnd upon the remains, 
so that a large number were identified. Many per- 
sons brought pieces of the garments of their miss- 
ing relatives by which to identify their bodies. 
The authorities would allow 
NO BODIES TO BE TOUCHED, 
even by relatives. Nothing was taken from the 
pockets ef the dead. Nothing was to be seen on 
the floor but black and distorted corpses, resembling 
figures cut from coal more than the bodies of what 
were once human beings. Most of the dead were 
men, there being only five or six women. Many 
women who had daughters who did not return home, 
as was expected, on Tuesday night, visited the 
Morgue in expectation that they might have gone 
to the Brooklyn Theatre and been made victimes of 
the disaster. Every female body was examined, 
but none answered the description, and one aftes 
another hurried away to the improvised morgue in 
Adams street. 
MATILDA WARD AND HER HUSBAND, 

a young couple, each 22 or 23 years of age, were 
both destroyed in the theatre. They had occupied 
seats in the family circle, and endeavored to escape 
with the crowd when the alarm of fire was given. 
In attempting to save the life of his wife the hus-

There is no evidence of 
this beyond the fact that the exit from the second 
gallery was wider, and that cecape thence was easier. 
Among the missing are many who would not have 
been likely to take seats in the upper gallery. 
Richly-jeweled opera-giasses, kid gloves, etc., 
found on many of the bodies, are indications that 
they were in a more expensive part of the house. 
If the people in these two galleries shared a com- 
mon fate, their number cannot be estimated, even 
approximately. It will be known only when, one 
by one, the poor mutilated bodies 
been taken from their pyre and the hor- 
rible aggregate computed with certainty. 
The entire pile of bodies covered an area of 15 by 
35 feet. Evidently the flooring of the vestibule at 
the end nearest the stairway had given way when
